ST. LOUIS, April 19.— (/?)— The 


St. Louis Post Dispatch says today 
in a dispatch from a staff corre- 
spondent at Bentonville, Ark., that 
Dr. A, J. Bass, retired Columbia, 
Mo., dentist, has confessed he shot 
and killed William R. Pearman, his 
friend, last Mlirch 26 in. a plot to 
collect $200,000 insurance he held 
on Pearman's life, under the name 
of William Folta.

Bass' confession, 


says he admitted he killed Pear- 
man on a road near Rocheport, Mo.

The confession says he/ was forced 
to comnlite the crime by three St. 
Louis gunmen who followed close- 
ly behind his car on the trip and 
later disposed of the body. 


The confession published by Inn 
Post Dispatch says that after thd 
shooting Dr. Basa hauled Pe: r 
man's body, locked in the real 
compartment of his coupe, to hin 
farm near Columbia, kept it them 
over night and the next day drove. 
with it n:iyt'E than 250 miles to 
Joplin, Mo.,' where he turned it 
over to the gunmen. 


Dr. Bass is quoted as saying 


the gunmen then took the body in 
their car to Gravette, Ark., where

Except for the 
take off and landing, the machine 
did all navigating, keeping the plane 
on an even keel through the rough 
air and maintaining the course with 
mechanical precision.

VALLEYS OF MOON HELD AS 
GREAT HAZARD OWING TO 


PECULIAR ECLIPSE 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass., April 21.— 


$*)—If the valleys of the moon 
do not interfere, American 
as- 


tronomers next Monday will photo- 
graph an eclipse of the sun that 
flashes 
over 
their cameras 
for 


barely more than a second. 


It is one of the briefest eclipses 


on record and so small—a round 
shadow half a mile wide—that the 
president of the American Astron- 
omical Society. 
Dr. 
Ernest 
W. 


Brown of Yale, warns that mile- 
deep valleys on the edge of the 
moon may spoil it somewhat. As 
the moon will only barely cover 
the sun's face, a mile valley may 
serve as a nick through which 
sunlight will pour. 


Although the moon's valleys are 


a new hazard owing to the pe- 
cularities of this eclipse, astronom- 
ers are preparing at several places 
for photographs afoot and in air- 
planes. The largest party will be 
from Lick Observatory, University 
of California, under direction of 
Prof. J. H. Moore. 


The path of totality extends from 


San Francisco 
to the Montana 


state line. Thereafter the center

eclipse will be annular.

MOODY GIVES OUT 


ACCOUNT OF TERM 


AS STATE'S HEAD 


AUSTIN, April 21. — (/ft— Two 
more statements 
from Governor 


Moody, touching on the ups and 
downs of his administration with 
the 41st legislature and giving his 
views with 
reference 
to solving 
pending problems are expected this 
week. 
He gave a review of his 
three-years' tenure

All politicians In and around the 
capitol expect the statements to 
pave the way for the governor's an- 
nouncement for a third term. 


In his first statement, Governor 


Moody compared his highway build- 
Ing achievements with the admin- 
istration of Mra. Miriam A. Fer- 
guson and in other ways gave an 
accounting of his stewardship. 


He claimed his administration 
had brought 
about. the 
lowest 


average ad valorem tax rate for 
state purposes in recent years, aft- 
er paying 
obligations Inherited 


from previous administrations, in- 
cluding over $6,200,000 in the high- 
way department and over '$3,680,000 
in other departments. He said his 
administration had 
improved the

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, 


April 19.—Vf)—Two Ameri- 
can marine officers were 
killed and a sergeant was 
seriously wounded 
yester- 


day by a disgruntled Nica- 
raguan sergeant 
who had 


recently been demoted be- 
cause of drunkenness at Ji- 
caro. 


The officers were Acting Cap- 
tain Veryl H. Dartt of Nashville, 
Tenn., and Liout. James O. Young 
of Toledo, Ohio 


Sergeant Morales, who turned a 
machine gun on the officers' quar- 
ters, was killed himself by other 
members of the 
national guard 


first battalion stationed at Jicaro, 
northernmost outpost 
near 
the 


Honduran frontier. 


Morales, who had neon reduced 


to a corporal, overpowered a sen- 
try and turned the gon on tho of- 
ficers' fuartero, firing 52 shots be- 
fore lie could be killed. The kill- 
ing took place at 1:30 a. m. Friday. 
The officers were sleupini* when 
the fusillade opened. 


Acting Capt.'Dartt was instantly 


killed, and Lieut. Young was mor- 
tally wounded, dying a few hours 
later. Sergeant Gonzales was ser- 
iously wounded and wns expected 
to die. 


Captain Dartt was a lieutenant 


in the United States marina corps 
from Nashville, where he recently 
was married, and his wife,

now resides there. 


Lieut. Young was a sergeant in the 
United States 'marines.

TO STROKE SUFFERED 
SEVERAL WEEKS AGO 


WASHINGTON, April 18. 


Representative R. Q. 


Lee of Texas is dead. 


The Texan died at the 


Emergency hospital about 10 
o'clock this morning after an 
ilness of five.weeks. 


Mr. Lee was stricken with par- 


alysis five weeks ago, and it was 
thought for some time he would re- 
cover. Wednesday night he suffer- 
ed a relapse and yesterday physi- 
cians gave up hope of.his recovery. 


Representative Lee was born at 


Coldwater, Miss., January 12, 1869. 
He moved with his father to Fort 
Worth, Texas, in 1886 and later 
made his home at Cisco, Texas, 
where he lived until elected to the 
house for the 71st congress. 
His 


widow and children are here. 
Funeral services will be announc- 


ed shortly. 
Lee succeeded former Represen- 


tative Tom Blanton from the 17th 
Texas district.and had announced 
for re-election, 


Blanton also has announced his, 


candidacy. 
, 


The house, adopted a resolution 


or sorrow over the death of Rep- 
resentative Lee, and adjourned out 
of respect to his memory. 
Announcement 
of 
the Texan's 


death was made by Representative 
Garrett of Texas, who attributed 
his colleague's death to his devo- 
tion to duty. 
Speaker Ix>ngwt>rth appointed a 


committee of 24 members to attend 
the funeral at Cisco, including the 
eighteen members of the

delegation, Representative Parks of 
Arkansas, McClingic and McKeown 
of Oklahoma, Sandtin of Louisiana, 
democrats, and Knutson of Minne- 
sota,.

Robert Stein, and R. Q. Lee, Jr. 


The body is to leave Washington 


tonight for Cisco, where the funer- 
al will be held probably on Monday.

ness. 
Born In Mississippi. 


Robert Quincy Lee was born Jan. 


12, 18§ff, near Coldwater, Tate coun- 
ty, Mississipi. He moved with his 
father to Fort Worth, Texas, in 
April 1886 and in 1891 settled at 
Caddo, Stephens county. 


As a youth he went into the mer- 


cantile business, operating a gener- 
al store until 1913, when he moved 
to Cisco. 
When oil development 


brought . a new industry to West 
Texas he invested 
and 
became 


wealthy. 


Lee's interests gradually ramified 


into farming,, ranching and bank- 
ing. He was president of the Cis- 
co Banking Company, an Unincor- 
porated institution which success- 
fully weathered the post-boom era 
and became one of the strongest 
banks in the community. 


Prior to his election to congress 


in 1928, he had heitf but one politi- 
cal office, and a small one. He was 
postmaster at Caddo in his early 
days, the postoffice being main- 
tained in his store. 


Diversification Champion. 


Mr. Lee gained general public at- 


tention in 1924 when he became 
prominent in affairs of the West 
Texas Chamber of Commerce as an 
expounder of crop diversification. 
He was elected president of the or- 
ganization at its Mineral Wells con- 
vention, in 1925 and his administra- 
tion was marked by the vigor of 
his. campaign to rid the territory 
of the one-crop system. 
He trav- 


eled thousands of miles over the 
chamber's far-flung area and de- 
livered hundreds of 
speeches 
in 


which he affirmed the danger of 
farmers persisting in depending up- 
on cotton only as their money crop. 


To give point to his speeches, Lee 
started a model /arm two miles 
southeast of Cisco, and made it pay. 
As a result of his contact with 
West Texas farmers, hundreds vis- 
ited the farm to study his methods, 


His personal affairs prospering, 


he declined to permit his name to 
be placed for re-election 
to 
the 


presidency of the West Texas cham- 
ber. 
He was occupied with his 


lands and bank; he had promoted 
and built, and, was president of, the 
Cisco and Northwestern Railroad, 
connecting Cisco 
and 
Brecken- 


ridge.—and he was planning 'to en- 
ter national politics. 


Soon after the Cisco and North- 


eastern was acquired by the Tex- 
as and Pacific Railway, which ex- 
tended the line to Throckmorton, 
Lee announced his candidacy 
for 


congress from the Seventeenth Tex- 
as district. 
Thomas L, Blanton, 


incumbent, had retired to make the 
race for the United' tSates senate. 
In the 1928 democratic primary 


Lee was top man in a field of six; 
and in the run-off defeated Oscar 
CaJlaway of Comanche after a bit- 
tor campaign in which Callaway at- 
tacked Lee's sale • of the Cisco and 
Northeastern railroad and Lee at- 
tacked Callaway's war record. Con- 
gressman Lee took his seat March 
4, 1929, representing the counties of 
Brown, Burnet, Callahan, Coleman, 
Comanche

Eastland, 


Jones, Lampasas, Llano, McCulloch, 
Mills, Nolan, Palo Pinto, Runnels,
